To the Inhabitants of the Town of Northumberland, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange 
Hall, in said town, on the second Tuesday of March 
next, March 9, 1948, to act upon the subjects here- 
inafter mentioned. The polls will be open at said 
place and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon un- 
til 6:00 o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of 
your ballots upon the election of town officers, dele- 
gates to the State Constitutional Convention, and 
delegates to the National Conventions, under the 
Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, you are here- 
by warned that on said date and place, at 11:00 
o’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropria- 
tions and such other business properly coming be- 
fore said meeting will be taken up for your consid- 
eration and action. 

*1. To choose by ballot the following town offi- 
cers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town 
treasurer, two auditors, and one road agent. 

*2. To choose by ballot the following town offi- 
cers for the ensuing three years: one selectman, 
one library trustee, and one trustee of the trust 
funds. 

*3. To choose by ballot two delegates to the 
New Hampshire State Constitutional Convention. 

*4. To choose by ballot delegates to the Nation- 
al Conventions. 

5. To see if the town will instruct its select- 
men to appoint all other town officers as required 
by law. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to pay town officers and for the sup- 
port of the town poor. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of the police depart- 


ment. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for building and repairing highways 
and bridges and for town maintenance. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for sewer maintenance. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for lighting streets for the ensuing 
year. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of the public library. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the employment of a district nurse. 

14. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to meet interest charges for the ensuing 
year. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $249.62 for town road aid, thereby obtaining from 
the state the sum of $998.46 to be expended on 
Class V. highways. 

16. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for miscellaneous expenses. 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $300.00 for maintaining a suitable skating place 
on the old ball field. 

18. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $274.23 to the White Moun- 
tains Region Association, being one 1/100th of one 
percent of the town valuation, (10c on $1000) for 
the purpose of issuing and distributing printed mat- 
ter, newspaper and magazine advertising, and other- 
wise calling attention to the resources and advant- 
ages of the Town, in cooperation with the other 45 
towns in the White Mountains Region. 

19. To see if the voters will instruct the Select- 


men to put poison rat bait on the town dump, and 
raise money for the same. 

20. To see if the town will vote to construct 
and install a sewerage system along Hillside Avenue, 
commencing at the corner of the so-called Jed Lakin 
double tenement house and extending it to the home- 
stead of Raymond and Ida Cox, and to raise and ex- 
pend for the same a sum of not to exceed five thous- 
and ($5,000) dollars, and authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue serial town notes not in excess of 
$5,000 in payment, in such manner as to the amount 
of the annual payments, time of payment and inter- 
est rates as they may decide, in compliance with the 
Municipal Bonds Statute. 

21. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of 
combatting the disease known as White Pine Blister 
Rust, as recommended by the New Hampshire State 
Forestry Department. 

22. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $217.60 for the purpose of 
providing funds for the town‘s contribution to the 
State’s Retirement System for our town employees 
for the coming year. | 

23. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate not to exceed eight hundred ($800) dollars 
to be expended under the direction of the Airport 
Commission and/or other municipal officials for the 
establishment, construction and operation of air- 
craft landing areas. 

24. To see if the town will vote to appoint an 
Airport Commission authorized to act for the town 
in all matters pertaining to the establishment, con- 
struction and operation of aircraft landing areas, to 
do so jointly with similarly appointed officials of 
other towns and to confer and consult with State 
and Federal officials in all matters pertaining there- 


to. 

25. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $500.00 to aid free public band concerts. 

26. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $2,500.00 to maintain a public playground 
and to operate the youth center building. In event 
money is raised under this article, then to see if 
the town will vote to appoint a recreation commis- 
sion of five citizens in pursuance to Ch. 51, Sec. 37 
of the Revised Laws of New Hampshire (1942) to 
expend said money. 

27. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
following by-law. (A By-Law Providing for the 
Licensing of Bicycles) : 

Sec. 1. No person shall operate or use a 
bicycle upon any of the streets or 
public highways of the town with- 
out first obtaining from the Police 
Department a license and regis- 
tration plate therefor, paying an 
annual license fee of fifty (50c) 
cents for each bicycle, which li- 
cense shall be effective for one 
year from the first day of each 
May hereafter, unless this by-law 
is rescinded or otherwise modified 
at some future town meeting. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this by-law shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction therof, shall be liable to 
a penalty of not more than five 
dollars for each offense, in pursu- 
ance to Ch. 188, Part 20, Sec. 20, 
of the N. H. Session Laws of 1945. 

22. Tf the town adopts the preceding by-law, 
to see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 


the sum of $100.00 for the purpose of providing 
funds to cover the initial expense of putting said 
by-law into effect. (After this year, the licensing 
fees obtained should make this a self-liquidating 
affair. ) 

29. To see if the town will vote to appoint a 
committee of three members to investigate the 
matter of the town establishing a monument, other 
testimonial, in honor of the men and women from 
Northumberland who served in the armed forces 
during World War II, and to make its report and 
recommendations at the annual town meeting to be 
held in March, 1949. 

50. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in 
anticipation of taxes in order to defray expenses. 

31. To-see if the town will vote for a scale of 
discounts for the prepayment of real estate and 
personal property taxes on the basis of three per 
cent, if paid by June 1, 1948, two per cent if paid by 
August 1, 1948 and one per cent if paid by Cctoter 
1, 1948, or any other scale cf discount that the 
town will vote to determine. 

32. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the 
Division of Municipal Accounting, and to make an 
appropriation to cover the expenses of such audit. 

33. To see if the town will vote to have a com- 
mittee of six members, three of whom to consist 
of the Selectmen and the other three to be appointed. 
to survey and investigate the town’s water system 
with a view of securing an additional source of 
supply to meet the town’s anticipated needs; to be 
authorized to engage such water engineers and other 
experts as are needed in order to carry out such 
investigation; and to make its detailed report and 
recommendations at either a special meeting to be 


held during the ensuing year, or at the next annual 
town meeting. 

34. If the town votes in the affirmative on the 
preceding article, to see if the town will raise and 
appropriate not to exceed one thousand ($1,000) 
dollars to be expended by said committee in conduct- 
ing said survey. Said committee shall serve without 
pay, but the members shall be reimbursed out of 
said fund for their individual expenses and disburse- 
ments. 

35. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $500.00 for repairing and improving the 
public playground near the so-called Brown road, 
known as Centennial Field. 

36. To hear report of agents, auditors, commit- 
tees or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote relative thereto. 

37. To transact any other business that may 
legally be brought before said meeting.

ANNUAL HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
FOR YEAR OF 1947 


Northumberland, N. H. 
December 31, 1947 

There were the following diseases reported to me 
during the year of 1947. Mumps—17; Influenza—94; 
Lobar Pneumonia—11; Septic Sore Throat—74; Vin- 
cent’s Angina—17; Pediculosis—51; Chickenpox——88 ; 
Scabies—44; Baccilary Dysentery—0; German 
Measles—19; Malaria—3 (all service connected); Vi- 
rus Pneumonia—6; Measles—22; Scarlet Fever—13; 
Cancer—38; Gonorrhea—11; Chanchroid—2; Syphilis 
7; \‘Tuberculosis—1;° Undulant. Fever—0;<- Acute 
Meningicoccic Meningitis—2; Botulism—90; Diptheria 
—0; Scarlatina—5; Impetigo—16; Infantile Paralysis 
—0Q; Whooping Cough—31; Broncho-pneumonia—14. 

There were 13 water collections for analysis by the 
State laboratory at Concord, N. H. The results were - 
very unsatisfactory. 11 out of the 13 samples showed 
a marked B. Coli contamination and 7 samples showed 
a very excessive amount of pollution, in fact enough to 
reach the dangerous point as to the hea'th of our 
people. 

The above results indicated that eventually it will 
be necessary to chlorinate our water supply before such 
diseases as typhoid fever or baccillary dysentery be- 
come a watchword. Clorination is the only answer to 
this type of infection in water supplies. In this partic- 
ular case it would be much more safe to chlorinate the 
water supply now than try to, “lock the barn after the 
horse is stolen’. 
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Street rubbish collections have been much better this 
year than in 1946 but considerable more improvement 
could be had by having a twice per week collection. 
Merchants are still using their back yards for waste 
and rubbish heaps and there has been a great deal of 
rubbish and waste materials left excessive lengths of 
time on sidewalks thereby increasing the danger to 
fires and breeding places for flies in case it being 
garbage. 

As a whole the health of the town has not been as 
good as in 1946 but still slightly above the average. 
The health and dangers to health could be greatly im- 
proved with a little more co-operation between various 
factors involved and the health department. It has 
been noted that in many cases the last one asked about 
sanitary conditions is the health department. 

Nuisances, garbage disposals and all matters pertain- 
ing to the health of individuals, or groups thereof 
should be promptly reported to the health department 
and a proper handling of the matter will be quickly and 
satisfactorily carried out. 

There has been a marked failure in reporting many 
contagious diseases to the health department by all 
concerned.

TEACHER CHANGES 

Groveton has been fortunate in its small teacher 
turnover. All teachers in the elementary school re- 
turned and only two replacements were made in the 
high school. 

Miss Edith Johnson was added to the staff at the 
elementary school as a special teacher assigned to do 
remedial work in the basic subjects. 

Miss Arline Layne of North Conway, a graduate of 
Plymouth Teachers’ College, was elected to teach 
mathematics in the high school. 

Mrs. Zitelka Dupuis of Groveton, a graduate of Keene 
Teachers’ College, and with three years successful 
teaching experience, was elected to teach science and 
health in grades seven and eight. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 

The testing program has been continued and is 
graaually being expanded to include tests in abiiities, 
Interest, aptitude ana personality. ‘I!'nrough educa- 
tional measurement the weaknesses and capaoilities of 
each pupil are more correctly diagnosed, and thereby 
proper guidance of the learning activities may suc- 
cesstully be made. It is the purpose of the guidance 
program to aid each pupil to make a wise choice of the 
auirection In which his development should proceed in 
accordance with nis abilities. 

The new report card is divided into two. sections. 
1. A progress report with a subject breakdown so that 
parents may completely understand the progress made 
oy their children in a particular phase of a basic sub- 
ject. Z. A citizenship and character report showing 
the important attitude and behavior patterns that are 
so closely related to learning and social adjustment 
giving a clearer picture of all areas of growth and de- 
velopment. lf a child 1s to be well educated he must be 
well understood, and teacher and parent working close- 
ly together can do much to increase this understanding. 

At Groveton high school the activities program was 
supplemented by the addition of the following clubs: 
art, camera, cooking, dramatics, girls sports, needle- 
work, projector and sound system, and science. These 
clubs are sponsored by the teachers. and are included 
in the school program making it possible for ali pupiis 
to take an active part in at least one activity. 

CAFETERIA 

Groveton was indeed fortunate to receive $3,779.30 
in non-food assisiance from the federal government 
for the purchase of a large electric commercial range, 
complete sets of silverware and cooking utensils, a 
34 cubic foot electric refrigerator and an electric dish- 
washer. 

What once was the girls basement was converted 
into a spacious, well lighted, sanitary kitchen, with 
every modern convenience. The dining hall is large and 
adequately equipped with colorful tables and benches 
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having a seating capacity of a hundred and fifty. 

Under the supervision of Miss Thelma Dearborn, the 
children are assured a well balanced, nutritious meal. 
The low price of twenty cents per meal is made possible 
through a federal subsidy of: nine cents per meal per 
child. To date we have received 5,000 lbs. of white 
potatoes, seven bushels of sweet potatoes, 36 cases of 
concentrated orange juice, 15 cases of tomato juice, 
and 18 cases of dried milk in surplus foods all of which 
has aided materially in financing the lunch program. 
The food is expertly prepared by two full-time cooks 
who adhere to the nutrition standards prescribed by the 
U. 8S. Department of Agriculture and the State Board 
of Education. 

Meals are served to the elementary and high school 
pupils from 11:20 to 12:30. From September 22nd to 
February Ist a total of 13,496 children’s meals have 
been served, an average of 171 meals a day. 

Our lunch program has become an integral part of 
the whole school program and affords opportunity for 
experience in social behavior and the development of 
sanitary and healthful habits. 


REPAIRS 
Extensive repairs were made at the elementary 
school in order to provide adequate facilities for a 
kitchen and dining room. Every room in the building 
was given two coats of paint, woodwork was varnished, 
and ceilings calsomined. Fluorescent lighting was in- 
stalled in one classroom. Al] necessary minor repairs 
were made at the high school including the application 

of rubber tiling on one stairwell. 


HEALTH 
The results of the health examinations which were 
made by W. R. Schillhammer, M. D., and assisted by 
Florence Wheeler, R. N., were as follows: 


Defective vision 30 Diseased tonsils and 
Defective hearing 28 adenoids 87 
Physical deformity 3 Defective speech 4 


Defective teeth 167 Cardiac 6 
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In the follow-up work conducted by Miss Wheeler all 
defective cases were either corrected or are now under 
treatment. At twenty-two dental clinics 123 children 
were served and 258 corrections made. At three medical 
clinics sixteen operations were performed on correc- 
tions of diseased tonsils and adenoids. There were 18 
reactions to the Patch Test for Tuberculosis. These 
were x-rayed and the findings were ‘arrested’ or 
healed. 

All children except those from the first and second 
grade were given the Audiometer Hearing Test. 
Twenty-eight children were found to have hearing 
losses of different degrees. In the most serious cases 
they were fitted to hearing aids and the others have 
had corrective treatments. 

Communicable diseases as reported during the school 
year were as follows:

FINANCE 


The importance of maintaining education and other 
factors of social well-being at a high level has been 
uppermost in the minds of the people of Northumber- 
land. This year with prices of most items continuing to 
spiral upwards unchecked, it will be readily understood 
why the current budget has been increased. Although 
the State of New Hampshire is contributing $17,073.31 
for local educational services, it is necessary to increase 
the budget to meet the existing high cost of all school 
items, and to maintain the general quality of education 
in our schools. Of the total increase, $4,000.00 is to be 
used to reduce the school debt of $9,581.42. 

CONCLUSION 

I wish to express my appreciation to the School 
Board for their help in the administration of school 
affairs, to the residents of the town for their efforts in 
behalf of education and to the teachers for their loyal 
and conscientious service.
